The U. S, 
Fish and Wildlife Service has been 
kind enough to put together the 
figures for us.

The sales for that fiscal year, 


from July 1st, 195C, to June 30, 
]9f)7, show an increase of 1,031,352 
over any previous fiscal year. 


But,

to cases, the amount of money in- 
volved in these sales is indeed im- 
pressive. The receipts from the 
sale of licenses, permits, toys and 
"duck stamps" totaled $90,017.039. 
All this, mind you, simply for the 
legal right to participate in the 
outdoor sports.

For a base source of supply/par- 


ticularly in the case of game ani- 
mals and birds, the wildlife re- 
fuge Is the answer. The conserva- 
tion men of the country, State and 
Federal, know this and are.taking 
all possible steps to create new 
refuges. This, however, takes mon- 
ey. 


Now word comes from Wildlife 


•Management Institute in Washing- 
ton that Daniel II. Janzun, Direc- 
tor of the Bureau of Sport Fisher- 
ies and Wildlife, has come up with 
an idea to provide this necessary 
money, lie proposes hiking price 
of the duck stamp from $2 to $3.
